During the morning the Doctor 
dozed and ate alternately. At 2:43 Dr. 
Tanner drank six ounces of Bass' ale, 
then he dozed for a short time, and at 
3:30 drank eight ounces of milk. At 
3:40 he followed up the milk with four- 
teen ounces of watermelon, and five 
minutes later Jwith twelve ounces of 
beef tea and an ounce of bread. The 
Doctor, was inclined to be talkative. 
He sat in a comfortable chair with rock- 
ers, and another chair before him, on 
which his food was placed. He spoke of 
the telegrams and cablegrams received 
Saturday from physicians recommend- 
ing oatmeal, flaxseed, slippery elm, beef 
tea and diluted preparations of con- 
densed food as a fit matter on which to 
break his fast. They seem to afford him 
intense amnsement. 
Several of the 


watchers called, and the Doctor joined 
freely in the conversation. 


This conversation was 
scattered 


through the afternoon. Shortly before 
5 o'clock the Doctor took a nap. At 
5 o'clock he drank ten ounces of milk 
and beef tea mixed, and ten minutes 
later one ounce of red Hungarian wine. 
At 6:05 p. m. Dr. Tanner was weighed, 
and something astonishing was expect- 
ed, as the noon weight had shown a 
gain of four and a half pounds in a day; 
but when Dr. Tanner stepped upon the 
scales the bystanders could hardly per- 
suade themselves that they read the 
record aright—130 pounds, a gain of 
four pounds in six hours; but the Doc- 
tor smiled, undismayed by the burden 
of food he was carrying, and drank 
seven ounces of Edinburgh ale. At 6:30 
he took a warm bath and expressed 
himself greatly refreshed.

beef tea mixed. At 7:30 he ate half a 
pound of steak—"a pretty large half, 
too," said Prof. Wark—and half a bowl 
of stewed potatoes.
